In 1956 the lower mainland 
communities of Vancouver 
and Richmond became -em- 
broiled in a dispute over the 
pollution of the’North Arm of 
the Fraser River which sepa- 
rates the uver 400,00 residents 
of these areas.

Vancouver, North and West |

lam and Port Moody banded 
together that year in the 
Greater. Vancouver Sewerage 
District. “They. are in the 
midst of an ambitious $44 
million sewage treatment plan 
centering on the $10 milion 
Iona Island treatment plant 
locatetl ironically in the North | 
Arm. But Richmond waited 
until last year before joining. 
And New Westminster is still 
holding out. 

The board was successful 
enough, however, to attract 
the. favorable attention. of 
municipalities in the Columbia- 
Kootenay-Okanagan water- 
shed. At their request the 
board had’ its jurisdiction 
expanded to take in that area.

Mao's 
Marvin Watson, Chen Po-ta, and by 
Mao’s shrill, ex-actress wife, Chiang 
Ching, These two are front and centre, 
violently denouncing an ever lengthening 
list of ‘bourgeois reactionaries,” howling 
for the blood of opponents, and orches- 
trating the forays of the Red Guards. 
Thus far, moreover, they seem to have 
had little success in crushing the ever 
more ‘ominous. opposition. 

The final outcome of.a situation so 
lurid and improbable cannot of course be 
predicted with real confidence, But it is 
surely of the utmost significance that 
Mao's wife and chief secretary have now 
emerged as the two most fully trusted 
lieutenants of Mao and the two most 
active leaders of Mao's ‘‘great ‘proletar- 
jan cultural revolution.”

What has. happened to__Lin 
Piao? Was. he perchance ‘the victim of 
one of the ‘contrived automobile acci- 
dents,” which the ‘‘bourgeois reaction- 
aries” have been so strangely accused of 
arranging, along with poisonings and 
other more normal crimes? .

Again, why was Tao Chu, so recently 
a leading Maoist, so abruptly condemned 
as the worst of “bourgeois reactionar- 
jes?” Again, what exactly is the role of 
that Mikoyan-like figure, Chou En-lai? 
And why ‘has the suppression of the 
secret police been suddenly announced? 

But these intriguing mysteries, crowd- 
ing in on every side,-are far less 
important than the basic outline of the 
situation, which is in the last degree 
astonishing but -nonetheless quite clear. 
Tt will be time’ enough, later on, to ask 
why. and how on earth Mao's wife and 
secretary came to assume the roles they 
are now playing. For present purposes, 
what matters is the fact that they are 
indeed playing these key roles in a China 
nearing chaos, , 


This means — it really must mean — 
that something comparable to a change 
of dynasty in China may well be at hand. 
Almost alone, this reporter has always 
insisted upon the possibility of a great 
and convulsive mutation of the Chinese 
Communist system, that would have 
effects much like one of the great 
dynastic changes of the past. But what 
has always been possible has now 
become probable. 

If this probability is realized — if the 


threatened change of dynasty occurs — 


it will surely be one of the great events 
of the second half of this century. Its 
main effects, one can be just about 
certain, will be to replace paranoia with 
pragmatism, ‘and thereby to give vastly 
greater play to the incomparable ener- 
gies and talents of the Chinese: people. 

For these reasons, a great advance 
for China is likely to result from the 
present turmoil, comparable to the 
advances that also resulted from the fall 
of China’s two previous transforming but 
paranoiac: dynasties, the Sui and the 
Ch’in. But let.no one suppose that such 
an advance will solve the China problem, 
for it will do nothing of the sort.

Is Canada’s Hockey Team 
- Offering an Object Lesson? 


= 


A few weeks ago, during the intermission 
program of a hockey game, ‘‘King’’ Clancy 
was expressing the view that .the National 
League really began to roll 
when the Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens arena was built in 
Toronto. and Con Smythe 
became a big wheel in the 
Canadian game. 

From a business point 
of view, I believe Clancy 
was right. We on the West- 
Coast remember, of 
course, that Lester Patrick 
was building a Stanley Cup 
team before that epoch, 
but the industry of hockey was not what it is 
today. 

As far. as eastern and-central Canada were 
concerned prior to the Maple Leaf Gardens, 
Clancy said, main public interest centred on 
the amateurs... The Winnipeg Falcons, from 
whom Patrick acquired Frank Fredrickson and 
"Slim" Halderson, had won top international 
honors. The Toronto Granites carried on the 
tradition, whipping any team outside Canada 
at will. 

Then came. the European surge , in ite 
hockey, with the Czechs, trained by a former 
Canadian resident, bringing that country’s 
team up fo scratch and Russia making a later 
drive which produced winners of so-called 
World Championships. These were in tourna- 
ments with somewhat different rules :to- those 
followed by the Canadian prost: Canadian 
amateurs — within the hockey definition of 
“amateur'' — started to take their lickings.

Our national pride was injured,’ We figured 
we were the font of all things’ excellent in 
hockey and we didn’t like it© when other 
-countries. could beat ‘our boys. So the old 
question was asked: “Why don’t we send a big 
league professional team into these - tourna- 
ments?
